>een added to the packing house of 
arltfln * Skelley company of this 
city, a set of scales for weighing the 
raisins as they are put Into the small 
cartons. These scales weigh the rala- 
tna to an exact berry and do It much 
faster than several women could pos- 
sibly, do. The raisins are elevated by 
machinery and dumped Into a hopper 
lust, over the scales. 
If Ailing pound 


cartons the 
. machine automatically 


drops about IS ounces of retains into 
>ach scale when the opening automat- 
ically closes up until the berries pass 
one by one until the exact weight Is 
obtained, when th* trigger Is thrown 
by the rising beam and the fruit out 
off entirely.^ The raisins as they are 
weighed in 'pound lots pass on down 
to the lower part of the machine 
where Is a revolving disc upon which 
are placed empty cartons. 
As 
th* 


disc revolves the fruit Is dumped Into 
the little pasteboard boxes and later 
they are released and carried away 
by a belt All of the work necessity 
In-operating th* scales-is the feeding 
it with the empty boxes.
